Th ey call it th e po o r man ’s sch o larsh ip. Its o bjective 
was to create “Green Po wer"—jo bs with decen t salaries. 
Of th e th o usan ds wh o passed th ro ugh th e 3-year-o ld co n ­ 
cen trated emplo ymen t pro gram in Pittsburgh —a federal- 
state-lo cal pro ject—abo ut 35 per cen t were black, o n e- 
th ird were o n welfare, h alf were h ead o f families. Mo st 
were between 22 an d 44 years o f age, with 9 to II 
years o f sch o o lin g. 
A co mputerized man agemen t in fo rmatio n system pro ­ 
vided th ese an d o th er facts. Based o n th is year’s fig­ 
ures. th e co mputer sh o wed th at it co st $4.78 4 o n th e 
average to train an d place o n e perso n in a jo b beyo n d 
a 3May trial perio d. Th e actual jo b en try co st is $3,004 
but th e first-mo n th dro po uts in crease th e figure. 
Th ere is quite a lo ss in th e early part o f th e pro gram. 
Th ere were 8 ,430 en ro lled between August 1967 an d July 
1969. Of th ese, 3,139 remain ed to take th e two -week 
o rien tatio n an d assessmen t co urse. On ce peo ple began 
train in g, o n ly 5 per cen t left durin g th e first th ree 
mo n th s. Th o se placed in jo bs, at an average salary o f 
$8 5 a week, n umbered 1,540. It is po ssible th at a few go t 
better jo bs o n th eir o wn . 
As a great in dustrial city, Pittsburgh h as man y pro ­ 
spective emplo yers as well as man y un emplo yed. A 
seco n d majo r effo rt to h elp h ard-co re un emplo yed came 
fro m th e Natio n al Allian ce o f Busin essmen . 
A n o n ­ 
pro fit co rpo ratio n , its o n -th e-jo b train in g co st is bo rn e 
by th e emplo yer, at a co st o f abo ut $1,500. Sin ce March 
1968 it emplo yed 5,936 perso n s, o f wh o m 3,259 are still 
o n th e jo b. 
As migh t be expected, th e n o n -pro fit private pro ject 
h as been mo re successful an d co st less to o perate. 
Bo th are useful an d n eeded. 
To geth er, th ey set an 
example in public an d private train in g fo r emplo ymen t 
o f th e h ard-co re.

Five years ago , th e to p prio rity do mestic issue was 
impro ved public educatio n .

Ho w 
far th at swin g h as go n e is bein g weigh ed as th e Ho use 
Agricultural Co mmittee wo rks o n th e n ew bill to replace 
th e o mn ibus Fo o d an d Agricultural Act o f 1965. 
Ever sin ce th e sh ift in farm po pulatio n began , th e 
eco n o mics o f th e situatio n deman ded th at farm appro ­ 
priatio n s be cut an d th e mo n ey be used fo r h igh prio rity 
urban pro blems o r rural develo pmen t.

An electio n year is n o t likely to see legislato rs o ffen d­ 
in g a sizable segmen t o f th e vo ters, so th e ch an ce o f 
elimin atin g o r reducin g subsidies substan tially is slim.

In earlier columns, we told 
how “ Help-Yourself" Herrera 
spends the bank’s money te 
publicize and exalt himself. 
We noted that ha had dipped 
into the bank's vaults for a 
personal loan to help acquire 
e $9 6,000 house befitting his 
high status and for travel 
funds to 
subsidize his wan­ 
derings around the world. 
He 
has 
been 
equally 
cavalier 
with 
the 
bank's 
loans, 
tolerating slipshod 
lending 
practices. For 
in­ 
stance. the development bank 
has now promised another $5.3 
million to the Central Bank 
of Costa Rica, whose financial 
base is as wobbly as a three- 
legged table. More than one- 
third of its outstanding loans 
are in default. 
The new loan had been held 
up for more than a year until 
Herrera appeared in Costa 
Rica to accept the plaudit! 
of the money seekers. He 
posed 
for 
pictures 
and 
behaved like a visiting em­ 
peror. 
A highly placed bank of­ 
ficial said the sudden action 
on the loan had nothing to 
do with Herrera’s junket to

All of this should be of 
considerable interest to the 
U.S. taxpayers, who put up 
most of the money.

South 
Vietnamese 
farmer 
tripped over a piece of wire 
sticking out of the~Hnd, so 
tha story goes, as he was 
walking in the dunes near the 
South China Sea east si the 
city of Hue. Thus he opened 
another grisly chapter in the 
Red massacre of thousands of 
civilians during the fabled Tet 
offensive of winter, 1$$$. 
Angry, the farmer tugged 
on the wire. Out came a bony

a buried civilian whose hands 
had been wired behind his 
back before he was killed. At 
this and other similar sites, 
known now as the Sand Dune 
Finds, 
were uncovered the 
bodies

Viet Cong. 
Those discoveries occurred 
between March and July in 
19 69 .

later, 
another find — of 42$ bodies 
— was made in the remote 
Da Mai Creek area 10 miles

N ov e m b e r , 
in 
another 
desolate sector east ef Hue 
near the fishing village of 
Luong Vien, some 300 ad­ 
ditional bodies were dug up 
in the Pho Thu salt flats.
